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Obedience 


Training dogs and young children 
has many similar characteristics. 
Both take time and lots of patience, 
according to Betty Mae Regan of 
Upland. 

“Some people say there isn’t a 
parallel between the two, but if you 
stop and think, children have to be 
fed so many times a day and so 
does a puppy. Children have to be 
potty trained and so does a puppy,” 
Regan said. 

Rather than train dogs herself, 
Regan has opted to teach dog 
owners to train their pets. She has 
spent 26 years doing so. 

“Consistency in training is 
important for a puppy and most 
dogs,” she said. 

She began conducting training 
classes in Upland in 1968. No force 
or harshness is used in her process. 
Instead Regan uses verbal 
corrective training. Obedience is 
stressed, particularly when dealing 
with show dogs. 

She also teaches tracking, where 
a dog follows a 450-yard course 
with two right angles. The course 
doesn’t have any markers so the 
dog must rely upon his training and 
senses to retrieve a particular 
person or article. 

Regan and her beagles, 
Snickelfritz, Daff-l-Dale Ditto Dot 
and Me Tag Along To recently 
appeared on the television show, 
Simon and Simon. The four were 
featured in a segment involving a 
dog show. 

Many of her other dogs are 
champions including Ralph’s 
Freeway Traveler and Ruddy, the 
national champion beagle in 
obedience training. 

Regan doesn’t conduct guard dog 
training. 

“We use a lot of praise, love and 
attention, but | don’t use the cookie 
method,” she said. “I will train a 
person's dog but | prefer to have the 
owner train their dog because that 
person lives with the dog and 
knows his habits.” 

Basics taught in the class include 
teaching the dog to heal and stand. 
“Standing is very important 
because all dogs have to go to the 
veterinarian for shots,” she said. 

Some off-the-leash training is 
taught in addition to some hints 
about correcting behavioral 
probiems. 

“Digging is the worst problem. if | 
could completely solve that with 
every dog | would be a billionaire,” 
she said with a laugh. 

Regan’s eight-week course in 
conducted in Upland, Ontario and 
Chino. She also conducts private 
lessons. _ 

The dog’s age doesn’t matter in 
training. Some, however, require 
refresher courses. Probably the 
hardest group of dogs to train is the 
terrier because of its highstrung 
nature, she said. 

“People come to me because 


they want to improve their dogs and 
keep them under control at home,” 
Regan said. “Trained dogs are 
happier because the family is 
happier and the dog senses that.” 

Mood swings are as prominent in 
dogs as they are in people. 
Sometimes dogs simply get bored. 

At a recent class, one of Regan’s 
students, Hugo, a Newfoundland, 
decided he had enough for one 
night so he laid on his back, legs 
extended straight up and promptly 
went to sleep. 

““A person can over train their 
dog, too. If that happens, just stop 
working with him for awhile and 
then start over,” she said. 

After many years of conducting 
classes, Regan said she’s only had 
trouble training one dog — a pit 
bull. ‘‘Need | say anything further.

The dog was very nice but he was 
just too much for his owner.” 

In addition to training, Regan 
stresses proper animal nutrition. 
Dogs need proteins and vitamins 
and plenty of exercise. 

“They'll do their own exercises. 
They’re not lazy like people,” she 
said. 

Graduation day, like in high 
school, involves a formal process. 
Dogs completing the course receive 
a certificate. Caps and gowns for 
the graduates aren’t required but 
owners have been known to provide 
their pooches with them. 

“Some people don’t take my 
course but they call me for advice. 
The best advice | can give toa 
person is to get a dog that fits with 
a family and also to be careful 
where you buy the dog,” she said. 
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For the past 26 years Betty Mae Regan has been teaching dog 
owners how to train their pets. No force or harshness is used in her 
training process.

She’s made a livelihood out of 
carrying on popular home art

Little has changed in the quilt- 
making techniques of Charlene 
Bement of Rancho Cucamonga 
over the past 12 years. 

Working with the same kind of 
materials and patience as her 
grandmother once did, Bement 
said quilting gives her a link to 
her family heritage. 

Bement, who was named after 
her father Charlie, had long been 
interested in quilting, but she 
said it took her a while to get 
started. 

Bement had wanted to finish 
the quilt her grandmother had 
pieced together, but ‘‘at the time 
| didn’t know how to quilt.” 

When she and her husband, 
Ray, and their two daughters 
moved back east, Bement was 
able to learn quilting because 
much of the tradition of quilting 
still is in practice there. 


“They still have quilting bees 
where they all make a quilt 
together,” she said about her 
eastern neighbors. 

That’s when she made her first 
quilt, with a monkey wrench 
pattern which is completely 
hand-sewn, about 12 years ago. 

“It was so rewarding, and 
quilting is not that hard,” 
Bement said. Her first quilt took 
her six to eight weeks to 
complete. 

After returning to Rancho 
Cucamonga, Bement continued 
pursuing her new interest and 
discovered two groups who meet 
in the area: the Piece-makers, 
who meet at the Rancho 
Cucamonga Neighborhood 
Center on the first Wednesday of 
the month at 7:30 p.m., and the 
Night Owls, a quilting guild that 


meets at the Upland Woman’s 
Club, with a lengthy waiting list 
of new members. 

“| didn’t realize that so many 
people were meeting and 
swapping (quilting) stories,” she 
said. “A lot of men are quilting 
now and competing in quilting 
contests,” she said. 

Some new quilters take a lot 
of time with their projects while 
others tend to “whip out” a 
variety of projects. 

“There’s no need to tackle 
difficult projects when there are 
so many easy patterns.” Most 
quilts are washable and will last 
a lifetime, she said. ‘Quilting is 
an art form and (quilts) can be a 
treasure. 

“You can make doll quilts, 
baby quilts, quilt pillows, table 
cloths, wall hangings, cloth 
jackets, skirts and vests,” she 
said. 

Bement, who has been a 
grocery checker for Hughes 
Market for 23 years, thought 
about combining her quilting 
hobby with business. ‘| thought 
that someday | would open a 
shop, something | could do 
during retirement.” 

The necessity of having to 
drive several miles to the nearest 
store for quilting supplies moved 
up Bement’s decision to open 
her own store, Quilters Haven, at 
8671 19th St. in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

In her shop Bement has old 
quilts dating back to the 1830s 
on display, still in usuable 
condition. 

“Quilts used to be made of 
scraps from worn out clothing,” 
Bement said. ‘In men’s shirts 
the material on their backs might 
wear Out but the shirttails could 
still be used.” 


Sometimes quilts were made 
by one person, sometimes the 
bed coverings were made at a 
quilting bee. “They (the quilters) 
would lower a quilting frame 
from the ceiling that was a full 
bed size,”’ she said. 

Many quilts nowadays are 
done on a sewing machine. 
Some of the quilts tops are 
pieced together and then sewn 
or quilted by machine later. 

“Years ago they did the 
handquilting because of the 
inferior batting (filling),”” Bement 
said. “If you didn’t quilt (sew the 
pieced top through the batting to 
the back piece of material ona 
quilt) enough of the quilt, the 
batting would wad up on you 
when you washed it.” 

Bement has lived in the West 
Valley most of her life. ‘‘This 
used to be horse country,” she 
said. ‘‘We would go riding from 
early in the morning to late 
afternoon and wouldn't see a 
soul, but maybe a coyote even 
around, down around 19th 
Street.” 

Her daughters Rayleen and 
Debbie attended local schools 
and still live in the area. They do 
not actively do quilting ‘but they 
always put their bids in for 
whatever I’m working on,” she 
said. 

Bement offers classes ona 
variety of quilting items and 
techniques or patterns at her 
shop. Most of the students are 
beginners. 

“It’s not that expensive of a 
hobby when you compare it to 
buying a quilt which could cost 
anywhere from $300 to $500 and 
up. You could make the same 
quilt for $50,” she said. 

“But once you start (quilting) 
it’s addicting,” Bement said.

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Upland supports Adelanto prison bid

Upland’s City Council was 
the first in San Bernardino 
County to support the city of 
Adelanto’s right to have a 
prison, but Adelanto Mayor 
Edward Dunagan is hoping it 
won’t be the last. 


A letter was sent in late 
February to 16 cities 
requesting support for 
Adelanto’s right to have a 
state prison built within its 
boundaries. 


Fontana’s council also 
passed a resolution of 
support. 


“For years the Victorville 
and George Air Force Base 
have done their darnedest to 
keep this city down. We need 
the prison and we want ibs 
Dunagan said. 


Robert Nolan opposed it. 

Hunter said she felt San 
Bernardino County was being 
asked to house a 
“disproportionate number” of 
criminals and feared there 
would be a negative impact 
on the community if another 
prison were housed in the 
county. 


* Dunagan conceded there 
are more facilities to house 
prisoners in San Bernardino 
County than others but noted 
it’s also the largest county in 
the state. He said he 
considered worry about a 
negative impact on Upland 
“silly.” 

“We have prisons in Boron, 
Glen Helen, Chino and Corona 
and | really can’t see where 
they have had a negative 
impact on the communities or 
where one in Adelanto 
would.”

SACH Dental Center celebrates its 
90th birthday with an open house

Many prefer to forget 
birthdays but the Dental Center 
at San Antonio Community 
Hospital isn’t one of those. 

On March 18, it will be 
celebrating 50 years of service 
and plans are for an open house 
to commemorate the occasion. 

Carol Gideon, who serves as 
chairman of the Dental Center 
operations, explained the center 
began in 1935 to serve the needs 
of “dentally indigent children.’ 

“The services were and are for 
children whose parents are not 
on welfare and have no 
insurance. These are people who 
don’t qualify for welfare but also 
don’t earn enough to afford 
dental care for the children,” she 
said. 

The program is available in 
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public, private and parochial 
schools for grades kindergarten 
through eight. 

In 1935, the Dental Center, 
started by the Junior Welfare 
League, had only one dentist 
with league members serving as 
assistants. 

In 1964 the facility that had 
been in use for nearly 30 years 
was no long available. The 
Upland Assistance League 
(formerly the Junior Welfare 
League) was approached by San 
Antonio Community Hospital 
with an offer of space for a 
dental center. 

A non-profit corporation made 
up of SACH, the Upland 
Assistance League and local 
dentists was formed and the 
Dental Center at SACH was 
born, Gideon said. 

“Through the joining of a 
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tremendous volunteer effort and 
the enthusiasm of those 
involved, the Dental Center has 
grown to include volunteer 
orthodontists and hygienists,” 
Gideon said. “It is now a 
community wide volunteer effort 
which brings dental care to 
many needy children and a

stress, techniques for 
developing spelling skills, and 
ways to integrate language arts 
and math through story 
problems.

“| just feel a need to pull 
parents into the school,” Miller 
said. 

She explained that Bill Honig, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction, stresses that 
“parents are teachers too.” 
Honig wants teachers to assign 
one hour of homework daily for 
elementary students, and more 
for upper grades. 

But this can be quite a strain 


on a parent who has worked all 
day, she said. 

At their first meeting last 
month, Miller and Strauch asked 
parents to devote 15 minutes at 
the same time every day to their 
child. This could be a time for 
hugs and kisses, reading, 
sharing, or homework. 

One parent at the meeting 
thought she should always be 
available to her child. But the 
mentor-teachers emphasized the 
need for the child to develop 
independent work skills, 
especially as teachers cannot 
always work one-to-one with 
students. 

“It’s important to teach both 
parent and child that they are 
permitted to have time together 
and separated,” Miller said. 

Of the six mentor-teachers in 
the district, Miller and Strauch 
are the only two who share the 
same school.

HOLLYWOOD — “Into the 
Night” is about a man who’s 
bored by his life, but it’s 
probably even more about a 
man, director John Landis, 
who is anxious about his. 

Just as Martin Scorsese’s 
“The King of Comedy” was a 
vent for Scorsese’s feelings 
about the bizarre Jodie 
Foster/John Hinckley Jr. 
boomerang from “‘Taxi 
Driver,” ‘Into the Night” lets 
Landis channel the tensions 
of his imperiled status arising 
from the tragic death of Vic 
Morrow and two children on 
the set of his “Twilight Zone: 
The Movie.” 

It’s true that Landis was 
cooking this project before 
“Twilight Zone,” but it has the 
spice of later, combustible 
emotions. He appears to be 
plunging, under the guise of 
madcap comedy, into his own 
night. 

Critics dangle on a shaky 
limb when they go “behind 
the scenes” into a director's 
mind, but there’s no other way 
to make much sense of “Into 
the Night.”” Though the script 
is by Ron Koslow (who isn’t 
otherwise mentioned in the 
press kit), it is Landis’ movie, 
by far the most personal work 
by the director of ‘‘An

Landis had a saving stroke 
of genius, or luck, in casting 
Jeff Goldblum as the film’s 
hero. When Goldblum says 
‘““My name is Ed — Ed Oken,” 
boredom bellows in every soft 
syllable. Ed is pickled in 
routine. He lies awake at 
night, owl-eyed with despair, 
next to the wife whom he later 
finds is two-timing him (one 
of the script’s conveniences). 
Ed is an aerospace engineer 
who puts others in flight, 
while remaining grounded. At 
least until the night he drives 
off to L.A. International 
Airport and slams into the 
non-monotonous life of Diane 
(‘‘as in Princess Diane,” she 
notes). 

Diane is played by Michelle 
Pfeiffer, the chill blonde 
mistress in “Scarface,” and 
she sparks with Goldblum. 
The film is grooved into the 
comical contrast between 
pale, caustic Diane, a “fun” 
girl who has larked into 
trouble by smuggling jewels 
into the country, and Steady 
Eddie, who is dark, mannerly 
and as solemn as a butler. 
Pfeiffer puts gas into her 
career with this part, which 
uses her like a more 
jaundiced, adult “Romancing 
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the Stone.” 

And Goldblum finally rises 
from stellar support to real 
stardom — as aman eager for 
sleep but also dying to wake 
up into some real living, he’s 
the core of sanity in the 
movie. Throughout the film Ed 
is trying to make sense of a 
reality weirder than his 
fantasies, and there’s a touch 
of bliss in his bewilderment 
as he says, ‘‘I feel like I’m 
from another planet.” 

The film’s planet is L.A. at 
night, all shiny facades and 
rotted insides. Diane’s hot 
emeralds make her the target 
for a team of Iranian 
assassins who delight in 
shooting people (also dogs 
and parrots). Diane bolts 
around the city, one step 
ahead, with dazed, dazzled Ed 
in tow. They ricochet off the 
city’s odd night people, 
including a dizzy beauty 
queen (Kathryn Harold), the 
Iranian queen bee (Irene 
Papas) who is deep into real 
estate deals, Diane’s brother 
who is an Elvis cultist (Bruce 
McGill), mean bodyguards 
(Carl Perkins and Jake 
Steinfeld, the ‘‘Body Builder 
to the Stars’’), a sweet 
millionaire (Richard 
Farnsworth) who has slept 
with Diane, and the 
millionaire’s icy wife (Vera 
Miles), who hates her. 
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‘Into the Night’ is cathartic film for John Landis 


That’s only the top-liners. 
Landis spreads his Hollywood 
all over L.A., most blatantly 
with spot appearances by his 
peers: directors Roger Vadim, 
Amy Heckerling, Jonathan 
Demme, Lawrence Kasden, 
Daniel Petrie, Paul Mazursky 
(the funniest, as a TV-movie 
hack), Paul Bartel, Richard 
Franklin, David Cronenberg, 
Don Siegel, plus writer Waldo 
Salt and the film’s 
photographer, Robert Paynter. 
Landis himself plays one of 
the trigger-happy Iranian 
thugs, and there are guest 
spots also for David Bowie, 
Dan Aykroyd and Jim Henson. 

It appears to be a ‘‘We’re 
behind you, John” solidarity 
party, for the embattled 
litigant who many film people 
think is getting a hard deal 
because of the ‘Twilight 
Zone” tragedy. (Others, of 
course, think differently.) 

Yet did his friends know 
just how Landis would use 
them? How he would, under 
the film’s joshing surface 
(lifted in spirit from sources 
like “Harper,” “S.O.B.” and 
the old screwball comedies), 
show just how cynical, 
chaotic and back-stabbing the 
miasma of L.A. glamour can 
be? 

Landis is seldom subtle, 
but this time the bashing

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nocturnal images throw a 
shadow. There’s an undertow 
to the impact. The backing of 
a murder spree (seen bloody 
and close) with an Abbott and 
Costello comedy on TV may 
not be art, but it has the slash 
grin of real black comedy. It 
points a finger at all the 
gross, mindless violence that 
runs through films and 
television. 

The camera lingers on the 
Iranian hoods trashing 
expensive rooms, and they 
seem to be wrecking the 
whole gaudy town. Landis 
doesn’t hit out wildly, though, 
as Blake Edwards did with

stashes are turned up, and we 
note that an Emmy statuette 
is brutalized, but an Oscar is 
respectfully left alone.

HOLLYWOOD — If you have 
good memories of Tatum O’Neal 
in ‘Paper Moon,” and of Irene 
Cara in ‘‘Fame,” you should feel 
jolted to see them in “Certain 
Fury.” It’s amazing that they 
wanted to see themselves in this 
— perhaps they were impressed 
by the production firm’s previous 
work, ‘‘Testament,” the grueling 
anti-nuclear soaper that garnered 
a lot of pious praise last year. 

Or maybe girls just gotta have 
fun. It’s no fun for us, however, 
to watch the young actresses 


playing foxy babes, who go on 
the lam after they’re hauled into 
juvenile court and two other girls 
(real “‘street meat’’) overpower a 
cop and shoot up the place, 
killing seven. The blood splatters 
in quantity, and then, as a 
cleansing sequel, our bewildered 
heroines flee into the sewers. 


After the ritual rat scenes and 
gunky sloshing around, they 
climb out of the sewers, but 
they’re still stuck in a trashy 
movie. Tatum plays “‘Scarlett,”’ 
and Irene plays “Tracy,” yet 
they’re not exactly Scarlett 
O’Hara (‘Gone With the Wind’”’) 
and Tracy Lord (‘‘The 


Philadelphia Story’’). It’s hard to 
say just what they are — sort of 
Dead End Debutantes, snarling 
darlings who belt out profanity 
yet have a powderpuff air of 
having spent their lives in 
boutiques and Junior Miss 
beauty pageants. 


Nobody acts in this film, even 
the fine old pro Moses Gunn, 
who plays Tracy’s father (an 
eminent surgeon!). Director 
Stephen Gyllenhaal, a young TV 
veteran, doesn’t know acting 
from sneezing.

maker’s scuzzy apartment. As 
she lathers up, the shower door 
doesn’t steam up — no point in 
blocking our view. Then the 
porno creep bashes the glass 
door with his hands, hungry to 
rape her. 

Meanwhile, Scarlett has gone 
off to find an old flame, and he’s 
no Rhett.

He pours on the 
charm by slashing her face with 
a knife, but not to worry — it’s 
such an oblique gouge that for 
the rest of the film the scar is 
mostly hidden by her hair. Why 
spoil a sweet image? 

Teen desperation reaches its 
nadir when the girls hide out in 
an opium/sex den, populated by 
druggies and sluts and lit by as 
many candles as a Russian 
Orthodox cathedral. We expect a 
flaming holocaust climax, and 
that’s what we get. 


Cinematographer Kees van 
Oostrum shows the only craft 
skills on view here, but his tony 
visual effects only heighten the 
slumminess. The film seems to 
be projected on the bottom of 
theater seats — at the end we 
feel like scraping gum off our 
eyes. 

Pitched to alienated teenagers 
who dream of escaping adult 
society in a storm of bullets, 
with an outlaw buddy who 
shares the same angry 
heartache, “Certain Fury” was 
made by “adults” who only 
recall such feelings in terms of 
pulp violence and dimwit 
dialogue. They address turbulent 
emotions as if squeezing zits (or, 
in the finer terms of Simone 
Weil: “Those who remain 
adolescent can never be free.”’) 

This movie has a toxic 
cynicism. The exploitation 
mentality that made it is rivaled 
by the dreary thinking of those 
who booked it into theaters.

Q. Our mare recently gave birth to a foal that had seriously 
deformed front legs. The knees of the foal were severely bent 
toward each other. Our neighbors told us that the foal was 
“knock-kneed.” 

The foal has had a great amount of difficulty in getting 
around. Should we put splints on the iegs? Will the foal outgrow 
this problem? 

We never have had foals with this problem before. 

A. Many foals are born with knock-knees. The knees of these 
foals are bent medially, or toward each other. The knees tend to 
knock or bump each other as the foal stands or walks. One or 
both legs may be affected. 

Some foals improve without any corrective treatment as they 
grow older. Others worsen with age to the point that permanent 
deformity results. It is difficult to predict which foals will improve 
without treatment. A small percentage of foals develop knock- 
knees after being born with reasonably straight limbs. 

A condition similar to knock-knees of the front limbs is 
sometimes seen in the hock joints of the rear limbs. Medial 
deviations of the real limbs usually are due to the same cause and 
treated in the same manner as medial deviations of the front 
limbs. 

There are many reasons foals are born with knock-knees. The 
condition may be related to hereditary factors. Hereditary factors 
should be considered whenever mares repeatedly have foals with 
knock-knees, especially if the mares are bred continuously to the 
same stallions. 

Nutrition may play a role in the development of knock-knees. 
Deficiencies in calcium, phosphorus, vitamin A, carotene and 
vitamin D may be involved. Also, deviations of the limbs may be 
caused by the position in which the fetus was carried in the 
uterus. 

There are many ways to treat knock-knees in foals. The best 
form of treatment is related to the age at which the condition 
develops, the degree of deviation and the cause of the problem. 

Because each case is different, recommendations for every 
case cannot be given here. Your local veterinarian should be 
called to examine the foal and to recommend the most 
appropriate treatment for your particular case. 

Laymen should not try to treat knock-knees in foals. 
Depending on the particular case, most veterinarians apply 
plaster casts and/or perform minor surgical stapling techniques to 
straighten the limbs. Stapling is a procedure by which one side of 
the leg is stopped from growing while the other side catches up in 
growth. This results in straightening of the leg. 

Correctife hoof trimming, indicated for all limb deviations, 
usually needs to be done about every two weeks. 

Your veierinarian can evaluate your nutritional program and 
give you advice regarding any needed corrections. Knock-knees in 
foals is a serious condition but can be corrected in most if treated 
promptly and correctly.
